Western Canada Domestic Market To Be 
Tied Up For Alberta—Turner Valley Fuel 


To Operate Air Training Planes

OTTAWA, June 27.—-Behind the appointment of a na- 
tional oil controller under the department of munitions and 
supply lies a program for harnessing Turner Valley oil field 
in Alberta, one of the greatest oil sources in the British Em- 
pire, to the war plans of this country and its allies. 

Only the briefest announcement disclosed the appoint- 


ment of George R. Cottrelle, Toronto, a director of the Can- | 
But plans are | 


adian Bank of Commerce, as oil controller. 
already under way, it was learned, to adapt Alberta oil pro- 
duction to the war emergency. 

These will include: 


1—Tying up the whole western Canadian domestic 
market for Alberta, shutting out gasoline imports in order 
to save foreign exchange. 


2-——Extension of Alberta oil into Eastern Canadian 
markets as quickly as possible, although Turner Valley is 
not producing enough for Eastern Canada yet. 


3—Development of airplane gasoline from Turner 
Valley crude in order to operate the vast fleet of planes to 
be used in the Commonwealth Air Plan. 


4—Rapid exploitation of several Alberta fields now 
on the verge of production in order to increase oil supplies. 


In close touch with oil developments, Hon. N. E. Tanner, 
Alberta minister of lands and mines, has been in Ottawa for 
the past week. The news he will take back to Alberta will 
mean that the oil industry has won its fight for wider mar- 
kets in Canada. Suddenly all serious obstacles have disap- 
peared, and it will be up to Alberta to furnish the oil that 
Canada needs at home and at war. 


Present Production 24,000 Barrels a Day 


Turner Valley oil production at the present is 24,000) 
barrels a day, with wells operating on a rationing basis. The | 


field could produce 35,000 barrels a day, without opening an- 
other well. The market for that extra 10,000 or 11,000 


barrels a day now being left in the wells will be found, it is} 


expected, in Winnipeg and Vancouver. 

Turner Valley gasoline has not been able to reach the 
Vancouver market so far. It has taken up the Winnipeg 
market, except for about 2,000 barrels a day that comes in 
from the new Illinois field. Vancouver gets its gasoline and 
fuel oil from California for the most part. All the rest of 
the West is already served by Turner Valley oil. 


United States Oil Will Be Shut Out 


The new war exchange tax of 10 per cent on imports will 
shut out United States oil from the Winnipeg market, it is 
expected, and Turner Valley will take over the whole con- 
sumer demand there. But in extending the Alberta oil mar- 
ket to the Pacific coast, certain control measures wil! have to 
be taken, 


Decisions on the form of control have not been made 
yet. Control may be imposed either by fixing field prices 
for crude, by adjusting freight rates on oil, by adjusting 
refining costs, or by setting the price to the consumer. 
Actually any action taken by the new oil controller will 
probably combine two more control factors, Appoint- 
ment of S. W. Fairweather, Canadian National Railways 
economist, now on loan to the department of munitions and 
supply, as assistant to Mr. Cottrelle, may foreshadow 
freight rate concessions to the oi] industry as a war mea- 
sure. 


All question of a pipe line from Turner Valley to the 
head of the lakes has been dropped, it is understood, al- 
though Alberta officials claim it would stimulate oil produc- 
tion and encourage rapid development of new wells. |Last 
year, Alberta's proposal for a pipe line to Fort William to 
carry 60,000 barrels a day was turned down by the federai 
government. 


Other Alberta Fields Big Producers’ 


Oil men believe that pipe line would be operating at full | 


capacity now if the scheme had been undertaken last year. 
They point to the new Vermillion field, the Steveville struc- 
ture, Moose Dome and Jumping Pound fields, as definite big 
producers 


There will he no rationing of gasoline in Canada for 
the time being. New taxes, particularly the motor car 
excise tax, will cut down the use of automobiles and reduce 
the consumption of gasoline, But the air training plan will 
need thousands of barrels of high grade gasoline. Changes 
will be required in Western refineries to produce airplane 
gasoline, and the government may step in to help the in- 
dustry make the changes.

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Action at Last 


Prime Minister King announced some 
days ago that all the provinces have agreed 
to the necessary constitutional amend- 
ment and that a national unemployment 
insurance system will be set up during the 
present session. A resolution paving the 
way for this action was passed by the Com- 
mons on Tuesday, with assurance that the 
parliament of Great Britain will pass the 
amendment in time for the implementing 
legislation to be enacted at Ottawa. 

The public will regard this with very 
general and very positive satisfaction, for 
the war has! disappointed expectations 
that it would automatically end unemploy- 
ment; and in any case the problem would 
return when the struggle is ended. At the 
close of March there were still 772,000 
persons in Canada receiving relief, a large 
number of whom would have been taken 
care of by an insurance plan. 

The provincial governments! deserve 
commendation for having at last with- 
drawn their objections to the necessary 
changes in the constitution. Whether this 
agreement was reached by the discovery 
of a happy “formula”, or whether the pro- 
vinces are simply trusting to the Dominion 
to not trespass needlessly upon their field 
of jurisdiction, the important fact is that 
the ground has been cleared and a national 
effort to solve or at least mitigate the evil 
of involuntary unemployment is to be 
made without further delay. 


School Cadets 


Edmonton's public school board is to 
consider the question of reintroducing 
cadet training in the schools. The Calgary 
board has already taken action in the mat- | 
ter and the training will begin with the | 
opening of the fall term. It will of course 
be optional with a pupil or his parents 
whether he does or does not join the cadet | 
corps of his school. Students in grades | 
ten, eleven and twelve will be eligible in | 
Calgary. { 

Cadet training was barred in the 
schools of both cities, and of many other || 
Canadian centres, some years ago. The | 
prohibition was less important in itself 
than in what it signified. The amount of | 
training given the boys did not convert 
them into soldiers, nor go very far in that 
direction. But it was forbidden in re- 
sponse to a popular urge that nothing 
should be done to put the idea of war into 
the heads of young people. The country, 
like the other democracies, was saturated 
with complacent assurance that wars be- 
longed to a bad old era which had closed 
and been replaced by the reign of reason 
and good faith among nations. 

The paradox, known but ignored, was 
that while voluntary cadet training was 
being banned from Canadian schools, Hit- 
ler and Mussolini were putting German and 
Italian schoolboys under intensified com- 
pulsory military drill. Some of those boys 
are now among the troops occupying the 
territory of devastated France. 

The illusion of unending peace has 
been rudely shattered. So the school cadets 
are coming back; like a good many other 
things we knew in the years before we fell 
into the trance. Revival of the cadets is 
not a matter of vital importance, but the 
reversal of public opinion it symbolizes is. 
We are having to take a realistic look at 
this old world just now, and all too clearly 
it is seen to be a place where it is not safe 
to depend on the benevolence or the hon- 
esty of whoever may clamber into power 
in countries strong enough to crush their 
neighbors. 


The Vanished Fleet 


What is to become of the French fleet 
has been a ten-day conundrum, which the 
statesmen and peoples of all countries 
must have been pondering with deep con- 
cern. The second largest in Europe, and 
the fourth largest in the world, the dispo- 
sition of this great naval force might de- 
cide the war—and shape the outlook which 
nations in every continent must face. 

Should the dictators gain possession of 
these ships they would hold a naval power 
outmatching that of Britain and its re- 
Maining Allies in several vgry important 
Classes. Should these vessels continue to 


fight in association with those of the 
Allies, the sea power arrayed against Ger- 
many and Italy would be undiminished by 
the surrender of France. Even should 
the ships be interned in neutral ports, 
their services would be lost to the Allies at 
a time when the need of sea power has 
been made greater by the entry fo Italy 
into the struggle. 

The Petain cabinet undoubtedly in- 
tended to turn over the fleet to the axis 
powers. It was so stated in the armistice, 
and the fact has been confirmed by direct 
statement of Marshal Petain. But since 
the Petain cabinet has no legal status, 
never having been endorsed by the Cham- 
ber of Deputies, its undertaking was bogus. 
Legality, however, does not count for 
much in Europe at present, and the practi- 
cal question was whether the French 
naval commanders would obey the orders 
of this self-constituted cabinet. No doubt 
advance steps were taken to make sure 
that the vessels would be delivered as per 
contract. But their whereabouts 2d ac- 
tual future status continued to be wrapped 
in mystery. 

Squadrons of powerful battleships and 
cruisers are not things which can be hid- 
den away in a corner. Sorhebody has 
known all along where the missing fleet 
was and which course its commanders in- 
tended to take. Since Berlin and Italy 
have not fired any radio salvos to an- 
nounce possession, it may at least be as- 
sumed the French naval-men have taken 
time out to consider whether their duty 
lies to France or to the junta that has 
usurped authority to hand over its posses- 
sions to its enemies. 


Because Mr. Henry Ford refuses to 
manufacture Rolls Royce airplane motors 
for Great Britain, he will not be allowed 
to make them for the United States either. 
Apparently when the patents were turned 
over to Washington it was on condition 
that some of the engines should go to Bri- 
tain. The U.S. National Defence Commis- 
sion is accordingly making arrangements 
with other manufacturers.

These are the “inter- 
national capitalists’ whom Hitler said had 
“made a coolie of Germany.” 

These men—they by "0 meens represent the 
business interests of Aiv+''ca but represent only 
a certain number of very big interests indeed 
—are counting on a complete Hitler victory. 
They believe that this victory is in harmony with 
manifest destiny and inexorable natural law. 
This manifest destiny and inexorable natural 
law is that dog eats dog in this world, that the 
larger unit will inevitably consume the smaller 
unit, that this is an age of motors and mechanics, 
and that motors and mechanics mean huge 
economic complexes ruthlessly organized for the 
elimination of competitors, that political organ- 
ization follows economic organization, that a 
huge monopolistically organized industrial 
nation like the German, consisting of managers 
and wageworkers, will inevitably conquer a 
middle class, freedom-loving, small economy 
type of nation like the French or a scattered 
commercial and financial empire like the British. 

* *# * 


Therefore they are prepared for a totalitarian 
victory. They are also prepared to make a deal 
with it. 

The deal will be the New Imperialism. 
America will arm to the teeth, and my exactly 
Hitler's methods—intimidation or war—become 
“master” of the Western Hemisphere. Hitler's 
Europe will need the products of the Western 
Hemisphere and will trade with it—American 
monopoly, with European monopoly, with 
Japanese monopoly, Every one will make a great 
deal of money, provided, of course, that America 
gets over some outworn and silly superstitions 
about civil liberties, personal freedom and 
humanism. These are sentimentalities. As Os- 
wald Spengler so firmly remarked, “Man is a 
beast of prey.” “I have said it before,” said 
Spengler, “and I say it again: Man is a beast of 
prey.” 

Be Be a 

I shall not moralize about this program, but 
there are one or two things that might be taken 
into consideration about it. 

The tendency of monopoly is toward mon- 
opoly, not toward triopoly (if there is such a 
word), and in making the complete political and 
economic monopoly Hitler has a great head start 
and a far better system than it would be possible 
to set up in the United States of America. It is 
a better system for the purpose, because it is 100 
per cent workable. Hitler could train his boys 
to shoot Norwegians by several years’ practice 
on the Jewish minority first, while in this coun- 
try it would be rather dangerous to practice on 
racial minorities, because each of us belongs to 
one. 
Furthermore, in order to seduce middle-class 
people and workers into playing this game you 
have to have a popular leader capable of excit- 
ing the masses with a radical program, and those 
who want to trade with the new European em- 
pire on its own terms lack a Hitler and also lack 
the realization that they will fail utterly without 
the masses. 

The middle classes of this country have also 
learned something, I trust. The middle classes 
are the people who put Hitler into power, but 
they are the people who have been completely 
eliminated by his program. And, finally, even 
the leaders who envisage this program and ex- 
pect to become powerful through it wil] fail 
personally. They should take a lesson from Fritz 
Thyssen.

There is going to be a tendency among people 
who think only in terms of power to believe that 
they can copy Hitler. They can't. They will 
merely deliver themselves over to him if they 
try. The basis of Nazism is not in this society. 
One cannot build anything, even a revolution, 
except on what is already there... on some 
existing tradition; you cannot import the basis. 
Hitlerism could not have happened without 
Prussian militarism and without a long, long 
series of German philosophers whose ideas had 
been popularized down to the intellectuals and 
finally down to the masses ... ideas about 
master peoples, will to power, the army-state, 
the state of God ... none of these things was 
invented by Hitler; he merely made a mass 
movement out of what was already in the Ger- 
man unconscious mind. 

The American unconscious mind is some- 
thing quite different. It is permeated through 
and through with the concept that the state 
exists as an instrument of men and not men as 
an instrument of the state; that manifest destiny 
is not something written in the stars, but what 
men collectively and individually will and work 
for it to be; that mechanics and motors were 
made by men and can be controlled by men, in- 
stead of men being controlled by mechanics and 
motors. Our popular hero is not Bismarck or 
Ford, but Lincoln. If we stick to American ideas 
and conceive only of programs which will ex- 
press them, we shall at least be taking our stand 
on firm ground instead of on quicksand, I do 
not say that al] these ideas cannot be eliminated; 
perhaps they can, by a ruthless system of educa- 
tion, if you get children young enough. But we 
are not going to have the chance to breed a gen- 
eration of third-class Fascists; we are going to 


have to act tomorrow and tomorrow and tomor-.

NEED IN POLAND 


Herbert Hoover estimates that almost seven 
million Poles are approaching absolute starva- 
tion. At the present time one thousand Poles 
are dying daily from mere lack of food. Even at 
a time when most serious problems confront us 
On every side, Canadians cannot ignore what is 
happening in Poland. 

The situation is not hard to understand. Thir- 
teen and a half million Poles have been crowded 
into an area which before the German invasion 
barely supported eleven million. The additional 
two and a half million are made up for the most 
part of old people and children, the able-bodied 
men and women having been sent to work in 
Germany. This area, known as the Govern- 
ment General, is the least fertile region of Po- 
land. Forty per cent of Poland's population is 
today crowded into a quarter of the former area. 
The complete breakdown of commerce and in- 
dustry has resulted in eliminating all the normal 
means of livelihood. Consequently, there is 
neither food in the occupied territory nor the 
means of purchasing it outside. 

Both the government and the people of Great 
Britain have, in spite of the tremendous burden 
they are bearing, given generously for the relief 
of distress among the Poles. The other Domin- 
ions have done likewise, as have also several of 
the countries of South America. In the United 
States two large, representative organizations, 
the Commission for Polish Relief and the Pad- 
erewski Fund, have combined to collect founds 
throughout the country and to use these funds 
for the purchase of foodstuffs. In the case of 
Canada, it has been thought wise to transmit 
money contributed in the Dominion, through the 
Canadian Red Cross to the government of 
Poland in exile, to be used in whatever way that 
government may think best for the benefit of 
starving Poles. 

Do not forget that the people the Canadian 
Friends of Poland are trying to help are the most 
helpless of all refugees, old men, women and 
children—not less than a million young chil- 
dren—destitute, bewildered, the victims of a 
most cruel fate. Every dollar contributed will 
help to save some of them from starvation.

On This Date

The more Germany proceeds on her path of 
ruthless crushing of all that civilization holds 
dear, the more should we remember some of the 
atrocities of the previous war, if only to steel our 
determination that this time an end shall be put 
to such crimes. 

Today is a good day to remember one of 
those crimes, because it is 22 years ago since 
Germans torpedoed and sank the hospital ship 
Llandovery Castle, despite the fact that she was 
distinctly marked with the Red Cross. Only 24 
survived out of the ship's complement of 258. 
Among those killed was a detachment of 14 Red 
Cross nurses from Canada (who are remembered 
in a special monument in the Hall of Fame at 
Ottawa). 

It was a thorough job. Some of the lifeboats 
got away with wounded and invalids and nurses, 
but they were overhauled, fired upon and ram- 
med to destruction by the submarine. They 
were 116 miles from land and had no chance. 
They died the victims of true “Hun atrocity.” 

For a long time the identity of the perpetra- 
tors was unknown. It then developed that the 
commander cf “86” was First Lieutenant Hel- 
mut Paisig, a native of Danzig. When after the 
war, the “war criminals” were sought he had 
disappeared, but since his country had been 
separated from Germany by the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles he was no longer amenable to German 
jurisdiction, and was never found. One won- 
ders what became of him—whether he is a wan- 
derer on the face of the earth with the memory 
of that awful crime on his conscience or whether 
he has in this new war sent other helpless 
women to watery graves. 

His two assistants, Bithmar and Boult, were 
arrested and tried with other “war criminals” 
at Leipzig. The court came to the conclusion 
that the atrocity was “a homicide” and branded 
Paisig as a murderer. The other two were con- 
victed as accessories to the crime and sentenced 
each to four years’ imprisonment. 

The Germans did attempt some expiation of 
their violation of all the laws of humanity; so 
much to their credit. But that did not bring back 
the women who gave their lives for the flag just 
as much as if they had died on a field of battle 
in France, and whose memories should never be 
forgotten by Britons wherever the flag flies!

McCoy Health Service 


Once injured, the sacro-iliac re- | 
gion may prove a repeated source | 
of trouble and while the patient may | 
se€m to recover for a time, he may | 
also find that his discomfort returns | 
later. 

The sacrum is a bone of triangular | 
shap forming the base of the sprine. | 
It is joined on either side by a bone | 
called the ilium, and the two re-| 
gions where the sacrum meets the| 
two ilia, are called the sacro-iliac 
joints, 

A faint slipping of the parts mak- | 
ing up a sacro-iliac joint is often 
found to be the cause of lower back | 
pain. This pain may occur either 
slightly to the right of the spine or | 
slightly to the left. depending 
upon the site of the injury. In some | 
cases, the side which pains is not the 
side which is injured as the pain 
may reflex to the opposite side. 

Instead of a slipping movement, | 
the joint may undergo a sprain, 
which is likewise capable of caus- 
ing considerable discomfort, 

Sacro-iliae injuries are often 
known to follow a wrench or fall | 
and it is easy to see how the parts | 
might be injured during such a 
happening. However. they may also 
follow such movements as leaning 
over to dust the legs of the piano, 
or to pick up a piece of paper. 

When there is any discomfort in 
the sacro-iliac region on either side, 
it is a good plan to try rest and heat. | 
Rest is indicated when the pain is 
especially gevere. Heat may be ap- | 
plied in various ways. depending | 
upon which method the patient 
finds most convenient. 

Thus, the part may be “baked” 
with a small home model deep ther- | 


apy lamp or infra red lamp. Or, !f 
the patient is able to go to the 
doctor's office, heat may be applied 
with the diathermy. 

One of the easiest heat treatments 
to use at home is the hot Sitz bath. 
This often proves very effective, in 
spite of its being such a simple treat- 
ment to use, The patient sits in the 


| bath tub, in about nine inches of 


hot water, allowing only the hips 
and feet to be immersed. 

It is advisable that the patient 
bend forward, resting the head on 
the knees. This will open up the 
spaces between the tumbar verte,- 
brae, just above the sacrum, allows 
ing the heat to penetrate to better 
advantage. The patient remains in 
the Sitz bath for 10 to 20 minutes, 
and may repeat this heat treatment 
daily, or three times a week. 

Manipulative treatment may also 
prove of value. In the average case 
the patient needs only one manipue 
lation, however, if the pain is severe 
or if the joint injury has remained

Mr. McBride submitted also that 
additional taxation would be neces- 
Bary to effect substantial improve- 
ments on highways to replace rail- 
way service and that farm produc- 
tion costs Would be materially in- 
creased through a longer haul to 
railway elevator sidirigs, and also 
through the necessity for farmers to 
provide additional grain storage fac- 
flities on their farms. He told the 
board that 84 farmers had joined in 
the brief. 

Additional grain haulage costs, 
{f the line is abandoned, Mr. Mc- 
Bride submitted, would amount to 
$4,457.77, which would constitute a 
permanent annual operating cost to 
the farmers he represented. He said 
they constituted about one-third of 
the area affected and one-half of 
the population of the total area. He 
said‘a reasonable estimate for the 
increased haulage cost for the en- 
lire area would be $8,000 annually. 

A conservative estimate for the 
provision of grain storage facili- 
ties for the area affected would be 
$20,000, he submitted. This would 
provide only for the cheapest type 
of grain bin. 

Mr. McBride said it had been es- 
timated that depreciation on farm 
lands in the district if the line is 
abandoned would amount to ap- 
proximately $360,000, the value of 
schools churches and community 
halls would decline $25,000 and the 
depreciation or residences,  elevat- 
ors and businesses would be ap- 
proximately $80,000.
